There were some soldiers home on leave 
and they were standing' at attention giving 
the military salute. Ladies as well as men 
all paying me the reverence that I deserve. 
• * * 
Now I may sound as if I am a little con­ 
ceited. Well. I am. I have a right to be. Be­ 
cause I represent the finest country in the 
world, the United. States of America. 
More than one aggressive nation has tried 
to haul me down but they all felt the fury of 
this freedom-loving country. You know. You 
had to go overseas and defend me. 
What happened* Fm still the same old 
flag. Oh. I have a couple more stars added 
since you were a boy. A lot more blood has 
been shed since the Memorial Day so long 
ago. 
Dad is gone now. The old home town has 
a new look. The last timo I came down your 
street 1 saw* that some of the old landmarks 
were gone, but in their place, shining ma­ 
jestically in the sun, were a number of new 
buildings and homes. 
But now I don’t feel as proud as I used to. 
When I come down your street, you just 
itand there with your hands in your pockets 
and give me a small glance and then look 
away.

One word more: Speaking at the Flag Day 
celebration, Washington. D C., on June 14, 
1914. President Woodrow Wilson said. 
"This flag for the future is meant to stand 
for the just use of undisputed national power. 
No nation is ever going to doubt our power 
to assert its rights, and we should lay it to 
heart that no nation shall henceforth doubt 
our purpose to put it to the highest uses to 
which a great emblem of justice and govern­ 
ment can be put. 
"It is henceforth to stand for self-posses­ 
sion. for dignity, for the assertion of the right 
one nation to serve the other nations of the 
world—an emblem that will not condescend 
to be used for purposes of aggression and 
self-aggrandizement: that it is too great to 
be debased by selfishness; 
that has vin­ 
dicated its right to be honored by all nations 
of the world and feared by none who do 
righteousness.”

To the Editor: I trust when your reader» 
see the many art Ides you publish about tha 
rise in food prices, they will not conclude 
the farm er is the beneficiary. 
Since the beginning of the year, the milk 
delivered to our home is costing us more, but 
our area farmers received only a slight in­ 
crease. 
According to the government consumer 
price index of the 11 key foods in our diet, the 
rise has been only * 9 percent over a span 
of five years. In fact, the price of a pound of 
fresh tomatoes rose only 6 percent during 
this period, the price of a pound of beef rose 
only 5.3 percent, 
and oranges and 
milk 
prices are actually lower than in 1981. 
If lettuce and pork are omitted from the 
11 foods, the 1%1 66 price increase shrinks 
to a mere 2 5 percent. 
The average increase in food prices has 
been much smaller than the increase in the 
after - tax incomes of the vast majority of 
workers. The fact is that the rise in food 
prices has been a creep compared to the up­ 
surge in the costs of non-food ite m s and per­ 
sonal care. 
I would like to see articles published on 
the increased costs of owning and operating 
an automobile, entertainment, and m a n y of 
the non essentials so that the public might 
also become conscious of their purchases 
along these lines, too.

For Hard Work

hard work and discipline for the

There are "new frontiers to 
cross,” she said, ’ new horizons 
to be reached.” 
But. in describing India's re­ 
cent currency devaluation, its 
stagnant industry and critically 
low foreign exchange reserves, 
tbe prime minister added: ”1 
make no promises.”

It was an unusually solemn 
speech for Mrs. Gandhi. 48. who 
assumed the leadership of India 
and its 495 million people in 
January following the death of

Lai 
Bahadur 
Sbastri. She offered her people 
little more than sweat and toil. 
The decision to devaluate In­ 
dia's currency 36.5 per 
cent 
"was not an easy one,' 
she 
said. “ It would have been easier 
to drift along.” 
But she said this is a time for 
"blood decisions, resolute ac­ 
tions.” 
Mrs. Gandhi warned several 
times that she will be tough 
with anyone who sabotages eco­ 
nomic reconstruction.

Consumer price increases are 
not justified, she said, and any­ 
one engaging in such "anti-so­ 
cial practices will be dealt with 
firmly."

Mrs. Gandhi mentioned only 
in passing “ India’s cherished 
goal of socialism” — a goal her 
critics say she has betrayed in 
her effort to entice greater for­ 
eign aid and foreign private in­ 
vestment. 
Several hundred members of 
the right wing Jan Sangh party 
demonstrated outside Mr*. Gan­ 
dhi's residence earlier in the 
day, protesting rising prices and 
devaluation.

“ Americanos” in the rattly bus as we drove 
away from Puerto Barrios toward Guatemala 
City. Children a little older smiled cautiously.

The adult passengers mere swarthv, 
most red-skinned, for Guatemala is uni­ 
que in. that It stands out as a country 
where many Indians have been able to 
keep p o s s e s s io n of their lands.

* THERE WERE bus standees from the out­ 
set of the trip.

MOSCOW ÍAP) — Nikita S. 
Khrushchev, subdued and lack­ 
ing his old bounce, appeared 
here in public Sunday for the 
first time in more than a year to 
vote for the man who replaced 
him as premier. 
Khrushchev's face was noti­ 
ceably thinner. His shirt collar 
sagged loosely around his neck. 
But he smiled as he cast his bal­ 
lot for the parliamentary candi­ 
date in his election district. Pre­ 
mier Alexei N. Kosygin, 
Like 
Kosygin, 
Khrushchev 
also held a seat in the Supreme 
Soviet — or Parliament — when 


he was premier. Khrushchev 
held the seat after he was oust­ 
ed from power in October 1964, 
but he has not attended meet 
ings since then.

SAIGON, South Viet Nam
